Specifically, the claimed arithmetic right shift 
includes shifting data to the right and filing in the vacant bit positions at the left 
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with the sign bit (most significant bit) of the original pre-shifted data (see pages 6- 
8 of applicant's remarks filed on December 21, 2006); and 
• the claimed data words Rm and Rn are separate operands specified by the claimed 
instruction (see the first two paragraphs of page 9 of the aforementioned remarks 
and also note the instruction format of applicant's Fig. 3).
